and with real estate and plants val­ 
ued at $1.000,000. 
The crisis in the affairs of the com­ 
pany follows the action of the control 
ler of the currency in forcing the in­ 
dorsers of Ford ft Johnson paper in 
the Second National hank of Cincin­ 
nati to take it up. 
This paper aggre­ 
gates more than $600,000 and is am ­ 
ply secured, it is stated.
